LONDON, Aug. 5.—Although five of the great 'European powers—Austria, England, 


France, Germany and Russia—are at war and millions of men on land and sea are under 
arms and ready to strike, developments of prime importance were few today. 


The cutting of the German telephone and telegraph connections and the severance of 


the German trans-Atlantic cable virtually cut Germany off from communication with other, 
countries. Reports from France, Belgium, Holland and Russia, however, showed that Ger- 
many's armies were steadily moving forward east and west and that her advanced posts were 
in contact with the opposing Russian and and French armies. 


In England preparations were rapidly completed for naval activities after the declaration 


of war last night but the authorities would not permit, any leakage of news as to military 
or naval movements.

Several German steamships in British waters, including the Belgia, with 73 German 


reservists and a quantity of foodstuffs on board, were declared prizes of war. The Maria 
Leonhardt, in the Thames, suffered a similar fate.

The British government today commandeered the -horses belonging to express com- 


panies and big department stores, thus causing an appreciable suspension of business. 


On the coast of the North sea, where.it had been erroneously reported,that a naval 


battle was in progress last night, the British government has taken over all schools and pub- 
lic buildings for conversion into hospitals in readiness to receive the wounded men after the 
expected naval encounter between the German and British fleets. 


Volunteers were requested for the British army and this was taken as an indication' 


that an expeditionary force was to be sent out; but no authentic information on this point 
was obtainable. 


The British minister of war declared the mobilization to have proceeded satisfactorily 


and everything to be in readiness. 


Austria and Servia appear to have stopped their activities or at least to have put a 


strict censorship.on the news of any important events, as no despatches of importance 
reached the British capital from those two countries.

The president's proffer of good offices \vns not Pent to the govern-

in official circles because it. is not. necessary for any of the warring 
powers to change the present military status if they accept it.

BOSTON, Aug. 6.—Has^the home rule1 


bill been signed by King George? 


Some of the members of the execu- 


tive committee of tho United 
Irish 


league, who were in conference yester- 
day at the local headquarters, seemed 
to think that it has either been signed 
already, or. tha£ John E. Redmond has 
been assured it will get the royal sig- 
nature shortly. 


They base their belief .in this from 


the report of Mr. 
Redmond's speech 


made in parliament Monday, when he 
assured tho government that all the 
troops could be removed from Ireland 
a'nd the Irishmen would defend it from 
invasion. 


.None of the members cared to com- 


ment for publication, hut as some of 
them know Mr. Hedmond intimately 
they felt he never would talk as ho 
did if ho wore not assured that Ire- 
land was to be unfettered. It was a 
reversal of the old saying that has been 
heard 
for 
generations: 
"England's 


difficulty is Ireland's opportunity." 


During the Boer war the Irish par- 


liamentary party was not in sympathy 
with England's program, and its mem- 
bers did. not hesitate time and again 
to say so in parliament. Moreover, Mr. 
Lynch, now a member of- the party, 
fought against the.British in that cam- 
paign, for w.hich he was afterward sen- 
tenced to -life imprisonment for trea- 
Bon. 
:With .these facts in mind, and also 
the recent shooting in Dublin being 
evidence'of tho tory spirit pervading 
the army, it is felt by some of Mr. 
Redmond's followers hero that Eng- 
land's statesmen opposing Ireland have 
had a change of front. 


Humphrey O'SuIHvnn'n Statement 


The meeting yesterday was called to 


take action on tho question of sup- 
port for the nationalist volunteers. AS 
there is a crisis in Europe now it was 
decided to 
postpone action for two 


weeks, .when' the committee will meet 
again to-decldo what future steps must 
be taken to aid the movement. 


Humphrey. O'Sullivan of Lowell at- 


tended af, tho request of the local of- 
ficials' to outline what was going on 
across tho water. Ho stated tho mat- 
ter .clearly: 
"When I was In England and Ireland 


I talked with leaders of the volunt^cnr 
movement and tho members of tho par- 
liamentary party," .ho said, 
"One of 


th.3' most important matters that all 
wcro insistent on \vas the equipment 
of tho forces .with arms and ammuni- 
tion. 
* "Tho problem of sending them from 
this country was discussed. 
It wns 


pointed out that .to ship a lot of nrms 


from America would involvp. the rick of 
capture. 
They would go by steamer 


to England and then be transshipped 
to Ireland. "

'With customs men watching all the 


time it would be next to impossible to 
get them into the country. The only 
other way would he to charter a ship 
here and send it across, but these days 
ship owners would hesitate before vio- 
lating neutrality laws and subjecting 
the captain to a loss of his certificate. 


"On tho other hand, if the money 


were sent over it would be possible to 
make purchases abroad. 
Then small 


vessels could be used for gun-running, 
as had been done already.

IMoiity of Kxpcrlcneed .lieu 


"1 asked Mr. Redmond whether he 


wanted mo to bring back some men 
who had long military experience, and 
lie stated that there were plenty of 
such men available in 
Ireland, also 


enough men to fill the volunteer ranks. 
Of course if any men go over they will 
be welcomed. 


'"In Ireland I found that the great 


majority of the volunteers were fol- 
lowers oi' the parliamentary party, and 
it was because 
of 
tho 
resolutions 


passed by the various bodies pledg- 
ing support to Mr. Redmond that tho 
originally formed provisional commit- 
tee reconsidered a decision it had made 
and finally allowed the Irish leader to 
name 25 members on that commit- 
tee." 


Mr. O'Sullivim stated that he was 


going back just aa soon as ho could 
get passage.

All first class 
mail, even if aef/.ed by belligerents in 
the course of transportation, must bo 
forwarded .as fast as possible, and its 
safety Is guaranteed under tho rulea of 
the postal union. 


As parcel post matter may contain 


material that jti'contraband of war and 
on that account may bo seized by the 
countries at war, no parcel post mat- 
tot 
1 will bo received by the postal of- 


ficials In this country for delivery to 
countries at war. 


The business at the local post otiice

and its effect on the entire world liable tti he so lasting that the United 
States, as one of the few large neutral powers, cannot do otherwise 
than at least offer to be the means of bringing about, peace. 


The president's proffer of pood ofllc'os was not sent to the govern- 


ments of Servin and Montenegro because those countries are not. parties 
to Tho Hague convention. 


A hope that the president's offer might be accepted was prevalent 


in official circles because it is not necessary for any of the warring 
powers to change the present military status if they accept it.

made in parliament Monday, when he 
assured tho government that all the 
troops.c6uld.be removed 'from Ireland 
and tho Irishmen would defend it from 
invasion. 


None of tho members cared to com- 


ment for publication, but as some of 
them know 51 r. Redmond intimately 
they felt1 he never-would talk as he 


• did If ho were not assured that Ire- 


land was to bo unfettered. It was a 
reversal of the old saying that has been 
heard 
for 
generations: 
"England's 


difficulty is Ireland's opportunity." 


During^the Boer war the Irish par- 


liamentary party -was not in sympathy 
with England's program, and its mem- 
bers did. not hesitate time and again 
to say so in parliament. 
Moreover, Mr. 


Lynch, now a member of tho party, 
fought against tho.British in that cam- 
paign, for which he was a fterward sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment for trea- 
son.With these facts in mind, and also 
the recent shooting ,in Dublin being 
evidence of the lory "spirit pervading 
tho army, it is felt by some of Mr.

Tho meeting yesterday was called to 
take action on tho question of sup- 
port for tho nationalist volunteers.

weeks, when the committee will meet 
again to decide what future steps must 
be taken to aid tho move,ment. 


Humphrey O'SulHvan of Lowell at- 


tended at the request of the local of- 
ficials to outline what was going on 
across tho water. Ho stated the mat- 
ter clearly: 
,*- "When I was in England and Ireland 
I talked with loaders of tho volunteer 
movement and tho members of tho par- 
liamentary party," ha said.

present congress and the restoration of 
the congress dissolved by Huerta.

would Immediately Issue general arm- 
istice so that nobody would be molest- 
ed for political opinions or for military 
operations. 


Fourth—Recognition of tho various 


military grades obtained by oflicers o£ 
tho federal army. 


Fifth—The reinstated congress being 


in session, Carbajal would resign 
as 


president, either presenting his renun- 
ciation to that body or through mani- 
fest to tho people, congres designat- 
ing tho person who should receive the 
executive power according to the cus- 
tom In vogue prior to tho year 1S9S.

MAKING ITS WAY NORTH IN THE 
jiF.nnniACK VALLF.Y 


The army worm, one of the 'most de- 


structive of pests 
which 
devastates 


everything before it in the snaps of 
crop? and grass, had not reached Low- 
ell this season, according to a state- 
ment, made today by John W. Kcrnnn. 
superintendent of parks; at least no 
case lias yet been reported to him. 


There is considerable apprehension 


among fanners in this section, owinsr 
to a report published a few days ago 
that the army worm was then making 
its way north along the Mfirrimack val- 
ley and (hat it was liable to do untold 
damage to crops this year. 


Some years ago Mr. Kernan caid he 


recalls that the army worm was rnm- 
pant in the vicinity of Boston and that 
the damage done by it that season 
amounted to many thousands of dollars. 
The pest is named "army worm" nwimj 
to its highly destructive operations. 


The brown 
tail and gypsy
